“Art Thou not from everlasting, O Lord my God, mine holy one. We shall not die... 
Tomorrow's text will be selected by Rev. W. J. Haggith, Highlands United Church, Edmonton, 


Today’s text is suggested by Rey. Merritt Lodge Gregg, Strathcona Baptist Church, Edmonton. 
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During the last six months nearly 18,- 
000 Canadians, who had taken up perman- 
ent residence in the United States, have 
returned to live in the Dominion. Congra- 
tulations are due both to the returning 
exiles and to Canada. Canada needs them, 
has opportunities for them, and welcomes 
them. And they evidently needed what 
Canada has to offer, or they would not 
have come back. 


MAKING WORK AVAILABLE 

The only cure for unemployment is 
employment. Happily, the conference last 
week between provincial and city repre- 
sentatives seems to have resulted in prac- 
tical recognition of that fact. Edmonton 
and Calgary are beginning sewer and 
other work which can be carried on in 
winter, and the Provincial Government 
has started the excavation for the new de- 
partmental building here. 

The proposal that Ottawa should pay 
the extra cost of carrying on municipal 
work in winter is reasonable, as is the re- 
quest that excavation be started for the 
new Federal building at Edmonton. The 
Dominion, through its immigration policy, 
was a contributor to the existing situation 
in the western cities, and should be a con- 
tributor to the expense and means of 
dealing with it. 


$100,000 FOR AIRPORT 

The taxpayers of Regina authorized 
the city council to spend $100,000 in the 
development of the airport there. That 
is the largest sum yet appropriated, or 
proposed, by any western city for this 
purpose. 

Quite clearly the Regina ratepayers 
expect their city to be an important point 
on the airways map, and intend to take 
all practicable steps to see that this ex- 
pectation is realized. And no doubt they 
calculate well. The location of the city 
guarantees its future as an air centre. 

But Edmonton is in the nature of 
things destined to be an even more im- 
portant flying centre than Regina. It will 
share equally in east and west traffic, and 
must besides be the base for government 
and commercial flying throughout the 
great northland. 

Edmonton as yet has spent about one- 
third the amount that Regina proposes to 
Spend, on airport development. But it will 
not be strange if the taxpayers are asked 
next fall to approve a substantial further 
outlay. The use of the Edmonton airport 
is bound to grow, and the need for fur- 
ther facilities there will grow accordingly. 


RESOURCES PLUS CASH 


The agreement signed at Ottawa on 
Saturday for the transfer of the natural 
resources to the control of the Provincial 
Government is not notably different from 
the offer made by Premier King some 
months ago. 

The substance of it is that the province 
is to be given the unalienated resources, 
and is to continue to draw the cash sub- 
sidy per year as though the administra- 
tion of these resources continued to be 
vested in the Dominion. 

A new feature is that a commission 
will be set up to investigate any claim the 
province may make to further compensa- 
tion for lands or minerals alienated since 
it came into existence in 1905. If the 
commission finds that such compensation 
is due, it will be the duty of the two goy- 
ernments to agree upon the figure. — 

There will be pretty general agreement 
that these terms are as favorable as the 
province could in any reason ask for or 
expect to get. That the Dominion Govern- 
ment could induce parliament to ratify 
any more liberal concessions is very doubt- 
ful. If the bargain as it stands goes 
through parliament without a formidable 
protest from members representing the 
older provinces that will mark a new de- 
parture in reference to the subject. 

The much-discussed question of sep- 
arate schools and school funds is left to 
the future. The Dominion simply trans- 
fers its responsibility on that account to 
the province. The funds are to be used 
for the support of schools organized and 
carried on “in accord with the law of the 
province.” Should any minority feel it- 
self aggrieved by the administration it 
will presumably have the right of appeal 
to the courts. The province, that is to 
Say, takes over the funds along with the 


| 
| 
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liability for a law-suit if these are not ad- 
ministered in accord with the constitu- 
tional rights of minorities in respect to 
schools, 

Alberta is getting well paid for hay- 
ing had its resources administered at Ot- 
tawa during the last twenty-four years. 
It could not, without squandering the re- 
sources, have secured from their adminis- 
tration the amount of revenue that has 
come to the provincial treasury in grants 
from the Dominion, It is now being 
given the resources, and also the subsidy 
in perpetuity. With the subsidy, the Pro- 
vincial Government will not need to ad- 
minister the resources with a view to ex- 
tracting revenue from these at the ex- 
pense of thwarting development.

Donald Laird, of the Colgate psychological labora- 
tory, has conducted a significant research into the 
effect of nolse upon the nervous system and correlated 
bodily functions. 

” The research has been con- 
ducted mainly on those indispen- 
sable allies of the scientist, white 
rat 

I quote enough of Dr. Laird’s 
conclusions to suggest the signifi- 
cance of the problem 

“For more than a year,” he 
says, “we have been following 
through the effects of city nolse 
on white rats—yielding results it 
would take thirty years of obser- 
vation on humans to obtain. 
Startling effects have been recorded. For instance, 
the rats kept in relative quiet, eat two or three per 
cent more food than their brothers and sisters that 
are kept under the electrically duplicated city nolses; 
but with only this small advantage in appetite, the 
rats kept under the conditions of quiet grow about 
ten per cent more rapidly.” 

Dr. Laird and other observers have parallelled and 
confirmed these scientifically controlled observations 
on white rats by measurements of school children 
under the contrasted country conditions of quiet and 
the city conditions of noise. 

These measurements have almost invariably shown 
@ greater rate of growth among the country school 
children 

“It takes more energy to sleep under modern noise 
conditions,” says Dr. Laird, “Even the soft pat-pat of 
stockinged feet through the sleeping chamber results 
in the sleeper’s muscles tightening.” 

Dr. Laird is not ready to speak in exact figures at 
this stage of his study, but he suspects that we might 
wisely add an hour to the traditional sleep period in 
order to protect ourselves against added drain that 
noise is making upon our energy-fund while asleep 
and awake 

“Mankind in urban centers,” he says, “has reached 
a point in the conscious adaptation to noise resem- 
bling the complacent frog, which, can be boiled alive 
if only the temperature is raised by very slight de- 
grees." 

But he penetratingly points out the fact that the 
frog's skin ts not saved by the fact that he does nol 
feel the water becoming progressively and persistently 
warmer 

In like manner, the fact that we do adapt our- 
selves to noise so that we can sleep with a city street 
car grinding, crunching, and rattling is way past our 
window does not remove the fact that the nolse is 
taking its toll of us while we sleep, 

The conquest of nolse ts not just a fad of the pro- 
fessional uplifters; it js a profound physical and 
psychological need of modem mankind if modern man- 
kind is to meet the increasingly heavy dmands of 
modern life with strength and sanity,

way down the duct into the intestine. This passing 
of a gall stone produces what is known as gall stone 
colic, accompanied by violent pain. ‘This colic does 
not always occur, even though there are gall stones, 
and although it ts so intensely painful that to most pa- 
tients it seems unbearable, it ts rarely fatal.

Popilloma 
is not really dangerous, and most of 
its harm comes from preventing one 
from taking dong walks, due to the 
discomfort produced, It Is not con-

Question: E, N, P, asks: “Is sugar 
harmful if taken excessively? A man 
74, suffers with weak back, He takes 
duting the day 24 spoonfuls of sugar 
in his tea or coffee—and then more 
sugar with porridge.” 

Answer: Any kind of food con- 
taining sugar is harmful if taken 
excessively and the man you refer 
to is certainly taking entirely too 
much sugar, If he keeps this up he 
will surely develop worse trouble 
than a weak back, which is prob- 
ably now a symptom of some dis- 


order developing because of his in- 
urious use of food of such high ca- 
loric value. 


Question; T. 8. asks: “Will you 
please advise me how often a person 
could give blood transfusions in an 
ordinary state of health without its 


being injurious to physical condi- 
tions?” 
Answer: Giving the blood for 


blood transfusions is not a health- 
ful occupation and is able to prove 
injurious at any time. Some strong 
people have been found who could 
do this for a considerable length of 
time, but it is very weakening and 
is almost sure to lead to a weaken- 
ing of the whole system.
